Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 4-1 7, 1 03-1 07, 1 1 0-1 24 and 1 37 are allowed. 
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3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record discloses many processes for aligning and connecting optical fibers to optical 
devices, including those that involve positioning a first end of an optical fiber proximate 
to an optical device and depositing a non-opaque material on the end of said optical 
device that fixes said optical fiber in place. The prior art of record does not disclose, 
teach, or otherwise render obvious, however, a process of aligning and connecting at 
least one optical fiber with an array of vertical cavity surface emitting lasers in 
combination with the other claimed limitations.
